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Wildlife trust: Dorset next for badger cull 


AS BADGER culling 
begins this week in 
Somerset and Glouces¬ 
tershire, Dorset’s largest 
conservation charity is 
warning - we are next. 

Up to 5,000 badgers are 
expected to be shot in the 
two counties over the next 
six weeks in an attempt to 
control the spread of 
Bovine Tuberculosis in 
cattle. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust - 
which opposes the culls - 
says it is “highly likely” 
that culling will take place 
in Dorset next year. 

Supporters of culling say 
the action is necessary to 
protect livestock, which 


have to be destroyed if 
found carrying the disease. 

Opponents of culling 
claim it is inhumane and 
ineffective. 

Dorset has only been ear¬ 
marked to take part in the 
programme if the number 
of badgers killed in the 
other two counties is too 
low to judge the efficacy 
of the action. 

But DWT claims it un¬ 
derstands from the Depart¬ 
ment of Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs 
(DEFRA) that culling in 
Dorset is a likelihood. 

DWT states on its web¬ 
site: “Defra have stated 
that Dorset is a reserve 
area for the badger cull,

and if the Gloucestershire 
or Somerset culls do not 
happen for any reason, 
there is a likelihood that a 
cull will come to Dorset 
this year though it is yet to 
be licenced. 

“Otherwise our under¬ 
standing from Defra is that 
badger culling in Dorset 
would be highly likely to 
start next year.” 

DWT Chief Executive, 
Dr Simon Cripps, said: 
“As an owner of a herd of 
cattle, Dorset Wildlife 
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Trust is extremely sympa¬ 
thetic to the farmers whose 
cattle are affected by this 
devastating disease, but we 
urge the Government to 
consider the scientific evi¬ 
dence which suggests that 
the cull may spread the dis¬ 
ease even further. 

“The problem could even 
be made worse as increas¬ 
ing the movement of po¬ 
tentially infected badgers 
into an area cleared of 
badgers could risk contact 
between them and unin¬ 
fected cattle.” 

In July an attempt to de¬ 
bate whether Dorset 
County Council should op¬ 
pose culling in the county 
was thwarted by DCC cab¬ 
inet member for the envi¬ 
ronment, Councillor Hilary 
Cox, whose proposed 
amendment to the question 
was voted through, appar¬ 
ently on party lines. 

Commenting on the vote, 
Ian Mortimer of campaign 
group Dorset for Badger 
and Bovine Welfare noted: 
“The amendment was 
passed by 26 votes to 12 
with two abstentions. 
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“The political break¬ 
down of the council is 
Conservatives 27, Lib 
Dem 12, Labour 5, UKIP 
1 .” 

He went on to describe 
the debate as “a pan¬ 
tomime of ignorance and 
misinformation.” 

But badger culling in 
Dorset would be wel¬ 
comed by many farmers. 

National Farmers 

Union’s Paul Bennet, 
speaking to the View in 
July, said: “There is a lot 
of scientific evidence that 
says it is effective. 

“There is a whole raft of 
measures needed to tackle 
incidents of TB and the sad 
reality is we live in an area 


that has fairly high levels 
of incidences.” 

Much of the argument 
surrounding badger culling 
surrounds which scientific 
studies are to be believed. 

A ten year £50million 
study into badger culling 
carried out in England - 
the ‘Randomised Badger 
Cull Trial’ - found no re¬ 
duction in bTB in areas 
where culling took place. 

However culling in parts 
Ireland appears to show it 
does reduce incidences of 
the disease. 

Wales is trialling a 
badger vaccination pro¬ 
gramme while Scotland is 
classified as bTB free.

New training area 
hailed as'fantastic' 

THE new sports training area coming to Bridport has 
been hailed as a"fantastic new development." 

Representatives from the town council met with the 
town's sporting bodies to unveil plans for the facility 
next to Bridport Football Club's ground at St Mary's. 

The £54,000 area will be used by Bridport FC as well as 
schools and members of the public. 

A grant awarded by Sport England for £27,500 will 
cover half the cost with the remainder coming from the 
town council, Section 106 funding held by West Dorset 
District Council and from funds raised by clubs. 

Bridport FC president Dave Fowler said: "It's a fantas¬ 
tic new development for Bridport. 

"Schools can use it during term time and the public in 
the evenings. I'd like to say thank you to Sports England 
for making this possible." 

Club chairman Adrian Scadding said:"lt's good for the 
club to have an all weather training facility when the 
weather makes it impossible to train. It brings the town 
closer to the football club." 

Former Mayor Geoff Ackerman said: "It's brilliant, a ter¬ 
rific set-up for younger folk to come and train and get 
involved with sports."

I 
love Moroccan, Spanish and Indian food. 

• WHAT kind of food does the cafe offer? 

Local, tasty and home-cooked breakfasts, brunch and 
lunches, daily specials, children's meals, afternoon teas, 
and lots of home-baked cakes and treats to go with 
your coffee. Something for everyone is our aim by un¬ 
derstanding and catering for gluten and dairy free, 
vegan and vegetarian diets. We've just brought out a 
new menu with really clear dietary information and 
make all our cakes and treats gluten free as standard. 
We are passionate about seasonal, local but above all 
quality produce, especially with our farming back¬ 



ground, and have recently became Taste of the West 
members. 

• THE cafe has now been open for over a year - what 
has the response been like from the local commu- 
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nity? 

We see lots of friendly faces every day! The support and 
encouragement from our local community has been 
over-whelming and very valued, we've made some real 
friendships. 

• DO you have any future plans for the cafe? 

We are limited in size but not in ideas, and it will always 
be evolving! In particular this autumn our special sup¬ 
per evenings in conjunction with Marine Theatre per¬ 
formances will resume. We are also opening up to local 
groups again - book clubs, art clubs, coffee mornings, 
knit and natter, that kind of thing. And there will be 
more updates to the decor again in the winter... watch 
this space!

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Refuge toys collection 


CHILDREN living at West Dorset 
Women’s Refuge have a better 
chance of a happy playtime following 
a new initiative. 

WDWR workers noticed most chil¬ 
dren at the centre arrived there with 
nothing to play with because fleeing 
dangerous situations with their moth¬ 
ers usually meant no time to pick up 
things li ke toys and games. 

But following a scheme set up by 
Dorset County Council the children 
now have a range of things to play 
with. 

The items come from DCC’s toy li¬ 
brary TREATS - The Resources 
Equipment and Toy Store. 

Based in Bere Regis, the centre of¬ 
fers a wide range of more than 3,000 
items for hire. Parents, grandparents, 
carers, playgroups and childcare pro¬ 
fessionals can borrow anything from 
a jigsaw puzzle to a giant Jenga 
game, while craft materials are also 
available to buy. 

Refuge committee chairman Molly 
Rennie said: “When you are fleeing 
from domestic violence and abuse, 
it’s usually last-minute and un¬ 
planned. The children arrive at the 
refuge with nothing, so these gifts are 


very welcome indeed. It’s wonderful 
to receive all these boxes of lovely 
toys - including lots of games that 
mums can play with their children. 

“I’m particularly pleased that 
TREATS thought of us, because rais¬ 
ing awareness is jut as important as 
raising money. 

“And we do want to make people 
aware that help is there for every¬ 
body, and no-one should suffer in si¬ 
lence - anyone who needs us can ring 


at any time on 01305 262444.” 

Cllr Rebecca Knox, county council 
Cabinet member for safeguarding 
children and families, said: “This is a 
really imaginative way of sharing and 
re-using these toys, by passing them 
on to children who might have to 
leave everything behind when they 
move out of an abusive home.”

Another serious 
accident on A35 

A WOMAN suffered serious injuries after her car 
crashed on the A35 near Long Bredy.

The 48-year-old woman from Poole was airlifted to 
Southampton General hospital after her Land Rover 
Discovery, which was towing a caravan rolled several 
times. 

An 11-year-old passenger escaped unharmed 
while second driver suffered minor injuries. 

The A35 was closed in both directions between 
Bridport and Dorchester while investigations and 
road cleaning took place.

Keep your cars locked 


MOTORISTS are contin¬ 
uing to leave their cars 
unlocked or with win¬ 
dows open - tempting 
thieves to try their luck, 
according to Dorset Po¬ 
lice. 

Although vehicle crime 
has decreased overall in 
Dorset by 12.4 per cent in 
recent months, police say 
more than three-quarters 
of current thefts from ve¬ 
hicles are occurring as a 
result of cars and vans 
being left insecure - ei¬ 
ther unlocked or windows 
left open. 

Inspector Ernie Henley 
said: “Empty your vehicle 


whenever you leave it un¬ 
attended. 

“A thief will take the op¬ 
portunity to steal anything 
from a vehicle that they 
can keep or sell on - this 
includes sat navs, CDs, 
clothing, sport bags and 
tools. It is not enough just 
to hide them out of view. 

“Also, make sure that 
you leave your vehicle 
locked and secure, by 
checking the doors and 
windows before you walk 
away. 

“Central locking is a 
great tool but can you be 
sure when you ‘blip the 
fob’ or ‘turn the key’ that 


all the doors including the 
boot did actually lock? 

“Reducing vehicle crime 
is a priority for Dorset Po¬ 
lice. Most vehicle crime is 
opportunistic and therefore 
can be prevented. We are 
working hard to address 
the problem but we need 
members of the public to 
take simple steps to help 
keep themselves and their 
property safe.” 

Other tips include keep¬ 
ing driving documents 
and personal correspon¬ 
dence at home and park¬ 
ing vehicles in busy, 
well-lit areas and putting 
a sign which says that no 


valuables are left in the 
vehicle in a window. 

Inspector Henley added: 
“By taking these simple 
steps, your vehicle be¬ 
comes a lot less attractive 
to the opportunistic thief. 

“The cost of repairing 
your car can be substan¬ 
tial, so don’t give crimi¬ 
nals a reason to want to 
break into and steal from 
your vehicle.”

O NE of the most feared defenders in 
modern-day football will be the 
guest speaker at a sporting dinner 
being organised by Lyme Regis Football 
Club. 

Former West Ham United and Liverpool full-back 
Julian Dicks will be appearing at the function to be 
held at the Woodmead Halls on Friday, September 
6th. 

Dicks was nicknamed "TheTerminator" because of 
his ferocious tackling and competive nature during 
a 14-year professional career cut short by injury. 

Born in Bristol, Dicks started his football career 
with Birmingham City for whom he made 89 ap¬ 
pearances between 1985 and 1988. 

He was transferred to West Ham United for a fee of 
£300,000 in 1988 in and went on to play 159 games 
for the Hammers and scored 29 goals, captaining 
the side at the age of 23, before Graeme Souness 
took him to Liverpool in 1993. 

The move to Anfield was not a successful one for 
Dicks (although he was the last player to score in 
front of the standing Kop end) and he returned to 
Upton Park a year later, staying at the club until 
1999, having made a further 103 appearance and 
scoring another 21 goals, many of them penalties. 

Dicks played for England Under 21s and the Eng¬ 
land B team but never got a full international cap. 

After retiring from first class football Dicks tried his 
hand at managing with WivenhoeTown and Grays 
Athletic and also became a professional golfer but 
had to give this up because of a knee injury. 

Dicks is now a respected and much-in-demand 
coach and will be taking a session for the Lyme Regis 
Youth section players on the Anning Road playing 
field on the morning of Saturday, September 7th for 
a fee of £5 per player, which will include a signed 
certificate and a trophy for the most promising 



youngster. At the sporting dinner, Dicks will be in¬ 
terviewed by Tony MacDonald, editor of the West 
Ham United retro magazine EX, to be followed by a 
question and answer session. There will also be an 
auction of football memorabilia.

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First case of ash dieback in county 


DORSET has seen its first case of 
Ash Dieback - the fungal disease 
which threatens to wipe out ash 
trees across Europe. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust reported 
that a case of the disease - offi¬ 
cially known as Chalara - has been 
confirmed in woodland between 
Bridport and Dorchester. 

It is the 13th county in the UK to 
have been affected by the disease 
with Defra confirming cases in 557 
sites, including 198 locations in the 
wider environment. 

Caused by the fungus ‘Chalara 
fraxina’, Ash Dieback is spread by 
infected ash leaves, and can spread 
up to 10 miles on the wind. 

Its appearance in the UK has 
been blamed on saplings imported 
from Europe. 


The fungus infects 60 to 90 per 
cent of the trees in its path, causing 
leaf loss, bark lesions, crown 
dieback and eventually the death 
of the tree. 

Young ash trees are killed very 
quickly, whilst older ash trees 
often resist for much longer, but 
may eventually succumb after pro¬ 
longed exposure. 

Ash Dieback has been spread 
from large quantities of ash tree 
which were imported from parts of 
continental Europe, where the dis¬ 
ease was present in 2007. It has 
since spread to 21 European coun¬ 
tries. 

DWT’s Trees and Woodland Of¬ 
ficer, Abby Gibbs, said: “This is a 
sad day for ash woodlands in 
Dorset and across the UK. 


“Further loss of these beautiful 
trees will undoubtedly affect the 
species which depend on them to 
survive. Therefore, we are asking 
members of the public to be vigi¬ 
lant, and report any sightings of af¬ 
fected ash trees to the Forestry 
Commission immediately.” 

Visible symptoms of infected ash 
trees include: dead or dying tops of 
trees (best visible in the summer), 
lesions and cankers on stems / 
branches / shoot, dieback of leaves 
with brown / black leaf stalks, and 
staining of wood under bark le¬ 
sions. 

In an attempt to map the spread 
of the disease, an app has been de¬ 
veloped to report suspected cases, 
with over 12,000 downloaded 
since its launch last year. 

Known as AshTag, the app is 
available from ashtag.org where an 
AshTagging pack is also available. 

The recyclable pack allows users 
to physically tag individual ash 
trees (diseased or otherwise) with 
a unique ID number, and then 
monitor their progress over the 
long term via the free AshTag app. 

DWT is warning that the greatest 
risk of contamination comes from 
moving infected plants. 

The wildlife organisation warns 
that while there is a low probability 
of carrying the spores on clothing 
or footwear, Forestry Commission 
advice is to avoid moving ash 
leaves around the countryside, by 
ensuring shoes and car tyres are 


clear of leaves before visiting a 
woodland or nature reserve. 

There are several ways to get in 
touch with the Forestry Commis¬ 
sion if you suspect you have seen 
an infected tree in Dorset. 

To report your sighting and up¬ 


load a picture, visit www.forestry. 
gov.uk/treealert or you can call 
08459 335577. 

DWT also warn not attempt to 
tamper with or cut down the tree, 
as the Forestry Commission are 
still carrying out research to iden¬ 


tify different strains of the disease. 

In addition to reporting and sight¬ 
ings to the Forestry Commission, 
DWT are asking members of the 
public to contact them on 01305 
264620 if they see any infected 
trees on DWT land.

Hospital programme big help to 
people with breathing difficulties 


PEOPLE with breathing difficulties have 
had their condition 'improved enormously' 
by a treatment programme at Bridport 
Community Hospital. 

Launched a year ago, the course of pul¬ 
monary rehabilitation sessions have re¬ 
sulted in patients being able to lead more 
active, fuller lives after just eight weeks. 

Designed for people with chronic lung 
conditions, the weekly two-hour sessions

Balsam battle 

AN OFFICER from the Environment Agency 
joined forces with the Probation Service's 
Community Payback Scheme to eject an un¬ 
welcome foreign invader. 

The pair were tackling Himalayan Balsam - 
an invasive, non-native plant which which is 
threatening the natural environment around 
a pond at Bridport. 

The pond is part of an environment im¬ 
provement scheme at Gundry weir on the 
River Brit, where the EA is working to install a 
fish pass. 

Himalayan balsam grows up to 10ft (3m) tall 
and has colonised large areas beside rivers 
and woods throughout Britain, smothering in¬ 
digenous plants. 

Roger Genge from the EA worked with the 
scheme, which allows people to do commu¬ 
nity service as opposed to serving a prison 
sentence or paying a large fine. 

The participant helped remove large, dense 
patches of Himalayan Balsam that are colonis¬ 
ing the area. 

The CPS carries out a range of environmental 
projects and, with help from the CPS team su¬ 
pervisor, Graham Metcalfe, the group were 
able to get stuck in and clear all round the 
pond. 

Himalayan balsam (also known as Indian bal¬ 
sam) originates from Asia. Introduced as a gar¬ 
den plant in the early 19th century, within a 
few decades it had escaped into the wild and 
has spread rapidly threatening many habitats. 

Roger Genge of the EA said: "The team re¬ 
moved large sections of Himalayan Balsam 
from this site, but our aim is to have the whole 
site clear. 

"The team worked really hard to remove the 
invasive species and considerably contributed 
to improving the environment in the area."
